The phenomenal success in recent 
months of Dutch supergroup Focus has 
also brought into focus the group’s 
American label, Sire Records, now dis- 
tributed by Famous Music Corp., and 
for years a pioneer in bringing rock 
music from Continental Europe and 
England to the attention of the Amer- 
ican record buyer. Sire, now in its 
fifth year of operation, was formed by 
Seymour Stein and Richard Gottehrer, 
who in the mid-60’s were “‘associated”’ 
with that brilliant Nugget-like group, 
The Strangeloves (‘‘I Want Candy,” 
“Cara Lin’’). 

Focus, the ‘“‘Dutch Masters of Pro- 
gressive Rock,’’ are currently repeat- 
ing their tremendous English success 
story here in the United States, with 
their two Sire albums,“Moving Waves” 
and ‘‘Focus 3;’ and the single,‘‘Hocus 
Pocus;’ all of which are high on the 
national charts.

Currently, one of the most popular 
records in England is also subject to a 
rather bizarre political dispute. The 
Strawbs’ ‘Part of the Union,” from 
the Strawbs’ new A&M album,‘ Burs- 
ting at the Seams,” is a rollicking, rock 
and roll pub song causing the furor. 
Involved are not only the Strawbs, but 
Britain trade union leaders, and Tory 
leader Harold Soref, who has labeled 
the song as “‘typical of the subversive 
propaganda put out by the BBC.” 
Politics aside, the Strawbs are a band 
of change and development, equally 
adept at conveying bluegrass orienta- 
tion or Chinese philosophy via their 
music. 


FAIRPORT CONVENTION/ 
Rosie 

Fairport Convention’s eighth album 
contrasts with their last several works 
by reintroducing a stronger ‘“‘non-Eng- 
lish” feeling. Both American and Con- 
tinental flavors expand upon the Eng- 
lish traditional base so firmly developed 
in recent years. “‘Rosie’’ presents a 
broader approach while retaining dis- 
tinctiveness, and also includes an all- 
too-brief return of Sandy Denny on 
vocals.

John Lennon 
plays rhythm guitar and harmonica, George Harrison lead guitar, Paul McCartney 
electric bass guitar, Ringo Starr drums, and all four of the boys sing. They also 
work piano, Hammond organ, tambourine, mouth organ, Arabian bongoes and 
claves into their act.
